Some of the 
ranchers are wintering between 400 and 
500 head of young steers. There is hay 
in abundance and every year there are 
several hundred tons left over until the 
next winter. One of'the ranchers was 
feeding hay he had carried over for five 
years, so Dundurn steers never die of 
starvation. The principal hay field is 
about twelve miles long and each ranch- 
er owns a sufficient area to supply him 
for all time. Water is plentiful and 
convenient. The country is heavily 
wooded and well sheltered, so that three 
— old steers can run out all winter. 

t year the three year old steers of 
this district brought $42.00 each. The 
returned visitors cannot say anything too 
good about the ranching district, and 
they recommend anybody seeking a 
time to go to Dundurn.

| AN EXPECTED BATTLE. 


THE FILIPINOS CONCENTRATITG 
AT MALABON AND POLO. 


The Third and Seventeenth Regi- 
ments Have Disembarked From 
the Sherman. 


Manila. March 24.—Noon—The enemy 
are extremely active in the vicinity 
of Maijiabon in preparing defences, 
evidently anticipating an attack. 
Ihey keep well undcr cover. A smali 
body, however, emerged from the 
jungle on the extreme left yesterday 
und fired upon the Kangas troops in 
the trenches, fatally wounding Priv- 
ate Cohen, of company B, and Priv- 
ate Musr, of company F. 

The Oregon volunteers and the 
Tweniy-second regulars marched to 
the ircnt yesterday. The Third and 
Seventeenth regiments have disem- 
barked from the Sherman. General 
H. C. Otis’ brigade struck their tents 


this morning. and an early move is 
probable. Sixtcen English refugees 


arrived here yesterday from Dagu- 
pan, the railroad terminus, on board 
the steamer Saturnus. They report 
that the natives are generally friendly 
and the officers invariably courteous. 
Mr. Higgins, manager of the railroad, 
and about adozen unmarricd men in 
charge of various businass interests 
cecline! to take advantage of th2 op- 
portunity to leave. Nothing has been 
heard from the two American plant- 
ers at Calumpit since hostilities be- 
gan. 

According to Filipino accounts a 
thousand Americans have been killed, 
the fatalities being especially heavy 
at Caloocan. where the United States 
troops “rushed like madmen against 
a storm of bullets.”

TOWN COUNCIL. 


—— 


The Fire, Water and Light Com- 
mittee Report on Fire 
Appliances, Etc. 


The regular fortnightly meeting of the 
town council was held in the council 
chamber on Monday evening. Present : 
Mayor Bogue and Councillors Hitchcock, 
Simpson, Munns and Grayson. A _ com- 
munication was received from J. M. Par- 
sons, offering to give the town a steam 
fire engine and supplies in exchange for 
chemical and $3,500.00 ; from the Ontario 
Pump Co., re waterworks ; and from Mc- 
Robie, of Brandon, ‘re chemicals. The 
above were referred to the Fire, Water 
and Light Committee. 

Messrs. Mitchell & Hembroff wrote 
withdrawing their tender for the pur- 
chase of the town hall, as they could not 
accept the conditions imposed by the 
Council, and offering to renew the lease 
of same on former terms. The communi- 
cation was referred to the Board of 
Works. 

The accounts of A. B. Carl, dog tags, 
#4.00; and R. Snoddy, repairing scales, 
$3.00, were ordered to be paid. 

A largely signed petition was presented 
asking the Council to purchase the brass 
band instruments at $150.00. On motion 
the petition was referred to the Finance 
Committee. 

J. fT. Gimpsod, chairman of the Fire, 
Water and Light Committee, submitted 
the following report, clauses 1 and 2 of 
whick were referred back for re-con- 
sideration and the remainder was receiv- 
ed and adopted : 

To the Mayor and Town Council. 

Your Committee on Fire, Water and 
Light beg to report 

(1) That the chemical engine has been 
thoroughly overhauled and _ repaired 
where necessary. We would suggest a 
coat of paint wouldadd to the appearance 
and durability of the machine. In over- 
hauling the engine we found one and a 
half pounds of lead strips lodged in one 
of the discharge pipes which rendered 
that end of the eyinake of the engine en- 
tirely useless. 

(2) We would suggest that in order to 
Ado the engine justiceand furnish the most 
efficient fire protection with the appli- 
ances now op hand it is necessary to have 
& competent man always in charge of the 
engine to see that it is properly looked 
after and cared for and ready for work. 
He should either sleep in the engine 
room or close to it, and he might act as 
chief of the fire hrigade. We find great 
difficulty in getting a fire brigade formed 
principally because no one cares to as- 
sume the responsibility of chief. If a 
competent wan could be got to take 
charge of the engine and act as chief of 
the fire brigade, there would be no 
difficulty in getti volunteer firemen, 
and unless the engine is properly manag- 
ed it is like any other piece of machinery, 
entirely useless for the purpose for which 
it was intended. 

(3) We recommend that the Clerk be 
authorized to write to Sir William Van 
Horne asking him what terms, if any, the 
town of Moose Jaw can make with the 
.C.P.R. to combine on a system of water- 
works for the use of the town and the 
&. P.R. 

(4) We also recommend that the com- 
munications of Johu Fingland, C. E., of 
Winnipeg, and E. L. English, Winnipeg, 
be acknowledged, and that they be ad- 
vised that we are not at present prepared 
to go to any expense for plans and specifi- 

cations for a system of waterworks. 

(>) That the Gutta Percha Co. be in- 
foruzed that we are pot in need of any 
supphies at present. 

(6) That the Montreal Pipe Foundry 
be asked to send us quotations on 4, 6 
and 8 inch cast iron pipe, hydrants and 
Jead for joints f.o.b. on cars Moose Jaw, 
giving us the weight per foot of each dif- 
ferent size of pipe and hydrant. 

(7) That the mayors of Calgary, Leth- 
vridge, Brandon and Portage la Prairie, 
— Tracey, city engineer, of Vancouver, 
and O. a. Graydon, city engineer, of 
London, Ont., be communicated with and 
asked if they find a system of waterworks 
with hydrants, or waterworks with tanks 
witha steam fire engine the most satis- 
factory and which they would recom- 
mend, taking into consideration our cold 
climate. 

48) We would further recommend that 
the town solicitor be ask sd to inform the 
Council what theirborrowing powers are, 
and if they have not the power to borrow 
30,000.00 to advise the Council what 
steps are necessary to take to 
that power.

C.P.R. Improvements at Moose 
Jawin 1899 


We have been informed on excellent 
authority that the C. P. R. anticipate 
making quite a number of permanent im- 
provements in Moose Jaw during the com- 
ing summer. Preparationsare being made 
for the building of a new wooden bridge 
over the Moose Jaw river east of town, 
which will be a more substantial structure 
than the present one and will cost about 
$5,000. An estimate was made for a 200feet 
two span steel bridge but the company did 
not pass it. The present water tank is to 
be replaced by a new one with a capacit 
of 70,000 gallons at a cost of about $3,000. 
The coal sheds now in use will be taken 
down and in there place will be erected 
at a cost of about 85,000, substantial coal 
pockets, which will greatly facilitate the 
coaling of engines. There will be a new 
pumping station erected and a new plant 
installed. This will cost another $3,000. 
This makes a total of $16,000 to be ex- 
pended by the company in making perman- 
ent improvements at this place this year. 
But this is not all. There isyet quite alot 
of “finishing up” to do at the new station 
and hotel;the round houseand car repair- 
ing shops are to be further improved; the 
freight shed isto be“fixed up,” the section 
house will be moved and repaired and the 
platform at the new station will be exten- 
ded west to the freight shed a distance of 
600 or 800 feet. This latter improvement 
will be a great conveneince to the public, 
especially those who do buisness at the 
freight shed. $20,000 will no more than 
coverthe cost of the C.P. R. improve- 
mentsat Moose Jaw in 1899.

Mr. Burrows took excep- 
tion ww the method of selection — of 
these junds by the Conservative yov- 
ernment by which Manitoba had beea 
charged nine cents an acre for selec- 
tion charges, whereas he was in a 
position to sty they would have been 
selected by the Greenway government | 
for twe cents an acre. The jand inspec- 
tor had estimated that there wore 
within the boundaries of the province 
at jeast 7.000000 acres of swamp 
lanis, which should ali be set over to 
our jlccat government to administer. 
It was unfortunate for the province 
that the senate refused to consent to 
$300,600 veine advance! on account 
of the school lands, to enable the gov- 
ernment here to properly assist the 
many new schools opening up. Mani- 
toba had aiways contended for the 
controt of these lands, and the Con- 
servative government had advanced 
years ago $30,000 for the same pur- 
pose, and yet the senate blocked the 
further advan‘e when the schools were 
struggling. The children of to-day 
were us much entitled to a share of 
the fund ws the children fifty years 
hence. He hoped the senate would re- 
verse its decision when another bill ts 
introjuced this year. Regarding the 
railway poiicy of the Greenway gov- 
ernment he said they deserved = the 
greatest credit, as they had assisted 
the construction of 550 miles of ra‘l- 
way at the statutory bonus of $1,750 
per mie, and had so arranged 2 guar- 
antee of the bonds on the Dauphin and 
South-Eastern rai ways, as to enable 
these rai'ways to be constructed, and 
that without costing the province a 
cent. There are stiii many miles of 
railway needed, and he wanted a rail- 
way for Gilbert Plains settlers. He 
hoped the north boundary of the pro- 
vince would be extended a considerable 
distance, as he wanted to give Mani- 
toba chance to complete the road to 
the Hudson Bay, of which, by the end 
of this year, 8300 miles would andorbdt- 
edly be built. He claimed Manitoba had 
the right to that territory, and hoped 
she would get it. He had seen a large 
number of the Galician immigrante 
come into his constituency, and had 
had plenty of opportunities of notte- 
their ways and methods of work, and 
he believed them to ve the equal of 
foreign mimigrants that had come into 
Manitobr in years past. There were 
objections to them, but many people 
fonnd them useful and they were de- 
sirous of becoming Canadians. He 
sjosed his remarks by expressing the 
delief that 1899 would see the creat- 
est immigration into Manitoba yet 
known. (Cheers aud applause.) 

Mr. C. A. Young, on rising to secend, 
aezreed with the mover on many points 
"Nhe evidence of the country's prosper- 
itv was to be found on every side. In 
{SSO there were only 45,740 horses 
in Manitoba; last year there wer: 101,- 
836. Last year 42,000 head of cattle 
were exported as compared with 11- 
000 the year before. He noted with 
great pleasure the great improvement 
in the quality of the live stock due 
to farmers being more careful in se- 
lecting their stock. In 1889, 623,090 
acres were under wheat: Jast year 
there were 1488 282 acres. He claim- 
ed the facilities by way of elevators, 
etc, in Manitobi, for handling :rrain 
were of a very satisfactory condition, 
as he found from the grain exchauge 
report the storage capacity outside of 
Fort Wilhtam wae 11550 000 bushels. 
The railway companies also benetit- 
ted from being able to make better use 
of their rolling stock, and he regretted 
that prices of grain were so low. He 
warned farmers nbout using camp 
wheat for seed. Too much attention 
could not be given to railway fa: il- 
ties: 18S miles had been buiit during 
1893, and there were no lines dupli- 
eating each other. The government 
necdeu increased revenue, and touched

‘A SOCIETY EVENT. 


The Eagacgement ef Lord Crewe and Lady 
Murguret Prim: ose. 


The engagement of Lord Crewe to 
Lady Margaret, or, as she is almost uni- 
versally known, Lady ‘‘Peggy’’ Prim- 
rose, is now au fait accompli. It had 
been whispered for some time in society 
that such an engagement was likely to 
come off; but until the official announce- 
ment, it was impossible for anybody to 
make aur public allusion to it. The visit 
of Lord Rosebery with his daughter to 
Crewe Hall, the ses.t of Lord Crewe, ap- 
parently brought this to a climax. 

For several years Lord Crewe has been 
regarded by more than one anxious 
mother as one of the most desirable 
partis. He has ‘been a widower for a long 
time—indeed, his attachment to his dead 
wife was so entire, was so profound, and 
his grief at her loss was so terrible, that 
many af his relatives thought he would 
never have murried again. The years he 
has remained a widower are proof of the 
sincerity of both his affection and his 
sorrow—especially as, filling great places, 
such as that of Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
land, and one of the leaders of society in 
his own country, he must have missed 
the companionship of a wite very greatly. 

Loid Crewe is a man of such pro- 
nounced individuality that it is not diffi- 
cult to describe him. Except that he is 
dark, and not blonde, he might be spoken 
of as a man who could never be mistaken 
for anything but aun Englishman wher- 
ever he was found. Tall, slight, and vet 
wRh the air of an athlete, with taut 
muscles and splendid nerves, he has a 
peculiarly knightly air—if the word be 
permissible. In thegong, thin face, in the 
tine eyes, in the expression, at once self- 
restrained and suggestive of resolution, 
deep thoughts, strong emotions—in the 
clear, alert, straight figure, there are all 
the grace and distinction of the well-bred 
Englishman. An_ expression, at once of 
hauteur and of shyness, completes the pic- 
ture of that type, the uniqueness of which 
has struck foreigners alternately with 
admiration and with amusement during 
all the generations they have been con- 
sidering the aristocratic and the travelling 
Englishman. 

Lord Crewe was not born with the 
title, nor, indeed, was he legally ,; heir to 
it. He is the son of Lord Houghton, who, 
as Richard Moncton Milnes, was known 
to the generation of literary men to 
which Carlyle belonged, and to the epoth 
of politics of which Gladstone was the 
greatest ornament. Lord Houghton was a 
litterateur of great gifts, wrote some verv 
touching poetry—‘‘Strangers Yet"’ is still 
popular in the drawing-room—and was, 
perhaps, one of the very best raconteurs 
of his time. Sis children inherit his lit- 
erary tastes. Lord Crewe has. published 
au volume of poems, and the Hon. Mrs. 
Henniker is well known as the suthoress 
of several very charming novels. 

As son of Lord Houghton, Lord Crewe 
inherited considerable wealth among the 
coalfields of Yorkshire. In Yorkshire he 
has a fine old house, known as Fryston— 
a house in which Carlyle stopped on the 
Way to speak in Scotland as head reetor 
of # university, the speech which brought 
the poor old litterateur at once a letter of 
burning affection and admiration from 
his wife, and, a few hours afterWards, 
the news that she was dead. There is 
a very amusing and at the same time 
pathetic account of this visit in the essays 
of Professor Tyndall. Fryiton is ina ring 
fence of railwavs; the whistling of the 
engines kept the dyspeptic sage awake all 
night, and he was in such a maniacal 
temper next morning that he made up 
his mind to leave that day—whether his 
host liked itor not. Tyndall persuaded 
him to try a ride with him next day; for 
two hours the two philosophers dashed 
over the county; Carlyle was brought to 
perfeet good humor; and that night, 
clothed in the strange, long dressing 
gown which Bochm represents so weil in 
his statue at Chelsea, and Whistler so 
perfectiy in his immortal picture, and 
smoking a church-warden pipe, he dis- 
coursed delightfully for hours. 

It Was through a rich and generona 
uaele that Lord Crewe received his title. 
This uncle, unmarried and childless, al- 
Ways treated Lord Houghton as his heir. 
Lord Houghton was sent to Ireland as 
Lord-Lieutenant when the Gladstone 
Ministry of 1892 was formed, and when 
Mr. Morley was last Chief Secretary for 
Ireland. Lord Houghton, as representa- 
tive of a Home Rule Government, bad 
rather a rough time—indeed, some of his 
levees Were openly borcotted—but he 
maintained his equanimity—which, as 
they are semi-regal in sty'e, required the 
distinction of manner which Lord Hough 
ton so eminently has. His political 
friends felt that he was entitled to recog- 
nition; his uncle died—as Lord Hough- 
ton's vice-royalty was about to close— 
leaving him his wealth, and the Ministry 
at once conferred upon him the vacant 
earldom. Lord Crewe has a splendid 
mansion near Crewe; lives in London, in 
that tiny but distinguished little street 
off Park lane called Tilney street—he has 
Lord Brampton, by the way, as a neigh- 
bor; entertains largely in both town and 
country, and is fon of the society of 
sportsmen, of litterateurs and of politi- 
cians—in other words, of the representa- 
tives of his own many-sided interests. : 
The son-in-law ot a Prime Minister that 
was, and that may be again, Lord Crewe 
will probably now fill great offices. He is 
just the man tw be made Viceroy of 
India, in case there should be a vacancy 
when his party is again in power. 

Lady ‘‘ Peggy’ Primrose, though she 
has been ‘‘out’’ for only a year or so, is 
already a well-known figure in London 
society. Lord Rosebery, with all his mod- 
ernity in mae. has been quite a father 
of the old school in bringing up his 
daughters. They were brought up in 
what might almost be called seclusion 
until the time for making their appear- 
ance in public came. They were educated 
at home, and tinder the charge of a lady 
of great refinement and many accom- 
Diishments. This lady did mt live in 
Dalmeny Park, but in a house close by, 
and came over every day to attend to the 
education of her young charges. The 
young ladies do greet credit to their 
teacher. Their manutrs are quite perfect 
—at once modest and self-possessed. 

The two sisters made their debut to- 
gether. They were joint hostesses at a 
splendid entertainment given by Lord 
Kosebery at his house in Berkeley square 
the season before last. All London was 
there—social, artistic, political. The two 
young girls stood at the head of the 
stairs, and were introduced by their 
father to al] his guests. They did the 
duties of hostess as well as if they had 
been at it all their lives. In anpearance, 
the two sisters are singularly like cach 
other, and singularly like their disting- 
uished father. They have his strongly- 
marked features, and a good deal of bis 
repose of expression. The rich brown 
colo-ing of the complexion is a reminie- 
cence of their mother, who, as every body
